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THE SECTION OF FINE ARTS 


This exhibition is comprised of some 450 characteristic examples of mural 
designs, sculpture models, full size cartoons, completed murals and completed 
sculpture which have been executed under the program of the Section of Fine Arts 
by American citizen artists. 

The Section of Fine Arts was organized by order of the Honorable Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., Secretary of the Treasury on October 16, 1934. Under the terms 
of Reorganization Plan No. 1, the Section was placed in the Federal Works Agency 
as part of the Public Buildings Administration. With the same Chief that it has 
always had, Edward Bruce, it now falls within the domain of the great agency di¬ 
rected by Administrator John M. Carmody. 

The Section has developed a system of anonymous competitions. These are 
divided, according to the amount of the commission involved, into state, regional 
and national anonymous competitions. They are called anonymous because no work 
submitted can be signed. The juries (adifferent jury for each competition) con¬ 
sisting of painters or sculptors appointed on account of the high regard in which 
they are held by the members of their profession, are obliged to render all de¬ 
cisions before knowing the names of the competing artists. 

The first consideration of the jury is to select the designs which best 
solve the problems of scale and color in relation to the architecture and which 
are most suitable in theme and subject matter. The jury then designates to the 
Section the other designs in the competition which it considers to be of high 
quality. It is easy to see that a painter or a sculptor could submit in compe¬ 
tition a work which although for one reason and another it did not win the compe¬ 
tition, showed clearly by its distinguished quality that the artist could suc¬ 
cessfully design for another ouilding. The jury selects such works anonymously 
and recommends that the Section award commissions to the artists who submitted 
them. By this method a varying number of artists are enabled to win commissions 
as a result of each competition. 

The artists are paid for their work by an allocation of 1% of the cost of 
each building, this allocation being made for the sculpture or painting, or both, 
to be installed in the building in question. 

The artist submits a small scale design in full color or a small scale 
sculpture model. When this work is approved he receives his first payment. His 
next payment is received after the approval of a full scale cartoon in the case 
of murals or a full scale model in the case of sculpture. The last payment is 
made after the satisfactory installation of the completed work. The artist pays 
for all materials and for the cost of installation. 

Visitors to the exhibition who are not acquainted with the program of the 
Section of Fine Arts are reminded that distinguished examples of murals and sculp¬ 
ture carried out under this program will be found here in Washington in the De¬ 
partment of Interior Building (New), the Post Office Department and the Justice 
Department Buildings, the Federal Trade Commission Building and the Procurement 
Division.

Art is an added enjoyment of life and an enrichment of 
the spirit, and history has taught us the obvious fact that the art 
which a people produces is perhaps the most permanent record of its 
civilization. From both of these points of view it seems to me that 
the decoration of our Federal buildings with painting and sculpture, 
under a democratic system of competition which gives to all American 
artists an equal opportunity and which awards commissions on the sole 
basis of quality, is work in keeping with our highest democratic ideals. 

The Section of Fine Arts has continued this work now for five 
years. I have seen much of it and I am convinced that it is a sustaining 
and developing force for our artists and an educational and esthetic con¬ 
tribution to our people. At this time when it is so essential to emphasize 
the arts of peace, I think it all the more significant that the Section of 
Fine Arts should hold a public exhibition of the mural designs and sculpture 
models which have been or are being accepted for the decoration of Federal 
buildings and on this anniversary of your work I again wish you and the 
Section every success.
